Since all the pending issues are resolved and claims 1-3, 5-15, 17-23, 25-31, 33, 34, 
and 50-61 are allowed, applicant is invited to pay the issue fee as indicated in the 
Notice of Allowance and Fee(s) Due for this case to proceed for issuance as a patent.

Claims 1-3, 5-15, 17-23, 25-31, 33, 34, and 50-61 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
none of the qualifying prior art references of record, taken alone or in 
combination, disclose or reasonably suggest: a combination of elements as claimed in 
independent claims 1,21, 50, 55, 58, and 61 , wherein deriving a client event from the at 
least one state event occurs prior to transmission of the client event to the respective 
client, wherein the deriving of the client event occurs upon placement of the at least one 
state event in the client event queue or upon removal of the at least one state event 
from the client event queue, and further wherein said embedded functions that 
encompass a basic set of aggregation and combination rules for state events are 
removed from the client event. Specifically, the prior art of record fails to disclose or 
reasonably suggest that deriving a client event from the at least one state event

includes removal of embedded functions that encompass a basic set of aggregation and 
combination rules for state events, as such are recited in combination with the other 
claim elements.
